The faid Robert Weſton having 
attended this Honorable Houſe, and the Committee, on behalf of the In- 
habitants of the ſaid Burrough, in order to procure ſome Alterations and 
Amendments in the faid Bill, which the Committee judged reaſonable, and 
agreed to. Sir Peter Rich and Mr. Arnold, together with reſt of the Com- 
mittee, to whom the Bill was committed, have Named him therein as Re- 
giſter and Clerk of the ſaid Court of Conlcience,,
